During 
their visit they were well treated, 
however, and left the city loaded 
down with World's Fair buttons 
and literature for distribution at 
Denver and Salt Lake City. The 
^ excursionists were met at Union 
station by Capt. P. Bartholomew 
and a committee from the press 
bureau of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, and were immediate- 
* ly escorted to Forest Park in 
special cars over the transit com- 
pany lines. They went directly 
to the cottage, where they were 
guests of the executive commit- 
tee of the Exposition company at 
a very pleasant breakfast. There 
were 110 ladies and gentlemen in 
the party. 

At the breakfast President R. 
W. Brown, of the Kentucky Ed- 
itorial association and the man- 
aging editor of the Louisville 
Times, introduced Former Gov. 

D. R. Francis, who spoke of the 
Exposition in 1908 and the inter- 
est which Kentuckians by reason 
of their prominent part in the 
purchase,8hould feel in its suc- 
cess. "We are here to welcome 
your association," said Gov. 
Francis. "We are glad of this 

M opportunity to extend to you a 
| handshake on your way to the 
West. You can 6ay to your 
J# neighbors at home that the Ken- 
, ) tuckians in Missonrf look back 

' with pride to the land of blue 
grass, and always are happy to 
extend their hands in welcome to 
their old friends. We should be 
close friends, we Missourians and 
Kentuckians, in the celebration 
of the Louisiana purchase, for it 
was that unrest on the part of 
the people of your state to get 
control of the vast territory west 
of the Mississippi that aroused 
in the minds of Jefferson and his 
associates the importance of the 

f big purchase. We are preparing 
to appropriately celebrate the 
acquisition of the Louisiana ter- 
ritory in 1908. Kentucky has 
not yet made an appropriation 
for representation at that cele- 

^ bration. We must have your 
support, for you are the leaders 
of thought and and action within 
your commonwealth. We know 
that with your enthusiastic as- 

^ sistance it will go through. We 
' are glad to have you with us this 
morning." 

President Brown next intro- 
duced Breckenrige JoneB, the ex- 
ecutive officer of the St. Louis 
Kentucky society. Mr. Jones 
made a very timely address, in 
which he expressed the hope that 
the members of the Kentucky 
Editorial Association would again 
be the guests of St. Louis during 
the World's Fair. A fitting res- 
ponse was made by Judge John 

E. Kelley, of the Bardstown (Ky. ) 
Record, who insisted that the 
editors of Kentucky, as well as 
the citizenBof that state general- 
ly, are ready to unite heart and 
soul in the celebration of the 



Louisiana purchase. At the con- 
clusion of these addresses Presi- 
dent Brown made a few remarks 
which gladdened the hearts of 
the host?. "Sentiment is a good 
thing," he said, "and we have 
indulged in it freely on this oc- 
casion, but the proper thing for 
the members of this association 
to do is to get down to hard work 
here now and pledge Gov. 
Francis and his associates that 
the Kentucky people will make 
an appropriation for representing 
the state at the World's Fair 
such a scale that no Kentuckian 
who visits the exposition need be 
ashamed to boast that he is from 
the Blue Grass State. Let us, 
then, by a standing vote, pledge 
that we will exert every influ 
ence at our command to secure 
an appropriation from the next 
general assembly to the end that 
Kentucky may be creditably rep- 
resented at the great Fair. " Ev- 
ery editor rose to his feet at the 
conclusion of President Brown's 
remarks, and the pledge having 
n made, the editors, after 
meeting Gov. Francis and Mr. 

es individually, strolled back 
through the World's Fair site to 
the Lindell railway pavillion, 
where they boarded their special 
cars and returned to the station.

HOUSE RIDDLED WITH STEEL BULLETS 



Last Monday morning about 2 
o'clock some cowardly scoundrel 
attempted to assassinate I. Bailey, 
secretary of the Reinecke Coal 
Co. or some member of his fam- 
ily. Twelve shots were fired in 
all, either from Colts revolvers 
or Winchester rifles. Three shots 
passed through a window up- 
stairs where Mr. Bailey's seven 
year old daughter, Agnes, was 
sleeping and through a wall on 
the other side several shots struck 
the house near the window and 
Mr. Bailey has one of the bullets 
that passed through two walls of 
cement and was picked up on 
the floor in the hallway. It is a 
38-callibre bullet cased in steel. 

Irving Worthington, a guard 
who was about the place, heard 
the shots and saw two men run- 
ning after the last shot was fired ; 
he could not tell who they were. 
One bullet struck the residence 
of L. R. Woodfolk near by. Mrs. 
Bailey has been sick for several 
days and she and Mr. Bailey 
were in an adjoining room to 
that of her daughter when the 
shooting occurred. No light 
was burning in their room, the 
light from the room which the 
assaulters took for a target being 
sufficient. 

After examining the surround- 
ings carefully Mr. Bailey says he 
is satisfied there is only one place 
from which the shots could have 
n fired and that was about 
150 yards from his residence in a 
direct line with the window. 
That the shooting was carefully 
planned there can be no doubt. 
Mr. Bailey has offered a re- 
ard of $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of the person or per- 
sons who did the shooting. The 
attack on Mr. Bailey's residence 
is denounced in the strongest 
terms by all good, law-abiding 
citizens. This wholesale noc- 
turnal shooting of and at Madis- 
onville citizens has become rather 
•ommon occurrence and will 
no doubt continue as long as 
the county harbors and shelters a 
certain element of thugs and cut- 
throats that have for the past 
few months made it their head- 
quarters. 

BROAD FIELD 

OFFERED STUDENTS OF MECHAN- 
ICAL ENGINEERING DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE COLLEGE. 

No better illustration can be 
offered showing the value of 
the American polytechnic schools 
than a statement showing the 
positions at present held by this 
r's graduates from the 
School of Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineering of the 
State College of Kentucky. It 
is to be regretted that the resour- 
ces of Kentucky are not at the 
present time being developed so 
as to take advantage of the engi- 
neering training received by Ken- 
tucky boys at the State institu- 
tion. It is a matter of pride, 
however, to know that Kentucky 
young men are going to almost 
every State in the Union and 
taking up engineering work of 
the highest type. 

The technical education a 
young man receives at the State 
College fits him for a definite 
purpose in life, and the readiness 
th which the graduates secure 
positions indicates the uncrowd- 
ed condition of the engineering 
field of labor. If the State Col- 
lege had graduated three times 
as many men in mechanical en- 



gineering this year, they would 
all have secured places where 
there is an opportunity for ad 
vancement into positions paying 
large salaries and carrying with 
them great responsibility. 

During the ten years of the ex- 
istence of the Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineering Depart- 
ment of the State College there 
has never been a single example 
of a graduate making a failure of 
his work, and without exception 
every State College man has 
proved satisfactory and efficient 
in the highest degree. 

The condition of manufactur- 
ing in the United States should 
encourage young men to prepare 
themselves in a profession offer- 
ing large opportunities. Schools 
of medicine and law have been 
Bending into the world graduates 
for the last hundred years, and 
as a result, a goodly proportion 
of the young men who prepare 
themselves in the older profes- 
sions drift into other lines of 
work by necessity. The engi- 
neering school is the creation of 
the last twenty-five years, and at 
the present time there are only 
about twenty schools in the 
United States that are large fac- 
tors in supplying the trained me- 
chanical and electrical engineers 
to the manufacturing industries 
of the country. 

A heavy investment is requir- 
ed to equip a school for mechan- 
ical engineering work. The 
equipment for mechanical and 
electrical engineering work at 
the State College represents 
about $100,000, and the school 
has taken a rank with the best 
institutions of the country where 
technical education has been a 
feature for a much longer time. 
Kentucky men have been aggres- 
sive in engineering work and in 
many cases have pushed ahead 
of their co-workers from the 
great engineering schools from 
the East. Wherever State Col- 
lege men have gone there has 
usually been a request for more 
men for the next year. 

The United States is largely 
characterized by her machine 
building establishments. The 
rapid growth of manufacturing 
industries indicates that there 
will be an additional demand for 
well trained mechanical engi- 
neers ; young men who take up 
engineering work are assured op- 
portunities that are not met with 
in any other professions at the 
present time. 

The United States Govern- 
ment and the State of Kentucky 
have been liberal in furnishing 
to the youth of Kentucky the 
best of facilities for pursuing a 
thorough technical course almost 
free of cost. — Lexington Leader.

Smelting nml J.cud Co. has been 
robbed of $280,000 worth of (fold bul 
Hon. The theft occurred some time 
Monday night, and was not discovered 
until morning. The thieves tunneled 
from outside the buildinjr under the 
vuult at tho Selby works, which are 
loea ted on the bay shore, about thirty 
utiles from San Francisco. They got 
away with nearly twelve hundred 
pounds of fine gold, worth |M an 
ounce, without leaving u trace of their 
identity behind. The robbery is the 
•uost successful aud remarkable evei 
neeomplished on the Pacific coa«t and 
was evidently the work of skilled me- 
chanics. The whole affair was crafti- 
ly planned and skillfully executed. It 
is supposed that when the robbers se 
;ured their loot they loaded it into a 
boat that was waiting and disap- 
peared in the fog that had conu over 
Jon iM-nncii-co buy. In their haste to 
get away they left two gold barn 
worth nearly fifty thousand dollars ly- 
ing on the bank at the water's edge. 

The police at all Ihe bay cities were 
immediately notified of the crime, but 
all they could discover was a few 111 
the toola that the robbers had used.

William H. Piatt, an elevator- 
boy of Philadelphia, has earned 
distinction by his bravery in the 
performance of duty in a time of 
great peril. 

On May 4, 1001, at ten min- 
utes past eleven in the forenoon, 
noticed a crack in the side 
11 of the five-story office build- 
ing at 18 South Broad Street, 
which had been undermined by 
ivations. He promptly no- 
tified the trustee of the endan- 
:ered property, who at once con- 
sulted the foreman of the gang 
of excavating laborers. 

"No danger," returned the 
foreman. 

But the trustee was not satis- 
fied, and notified the chief of 
the City Bureau of Building In- 
spection. Then, says the Phila- 
delphia Press, the trustee and 
the elevator boy visited each of 
the tenants, twenty in number, 
and warned them that the build- 
ing was unsafe. Five minutes 
later there came a crash. The 
bulk window on the first floor 
had fallen streetward. 

"Run for your lives!" shouted 
Piatt, and in a second the ele- 
vator was full of people. 

"I'll come up again for you!" 
he cried, reassuringly, to those 
who were left, and the car shot 
downward. 

Twice more he made the ascent 
and brought people down. Then 
just as he again started upward, 
a big crash came. The building 
had collapsed. The boy never 
faltered. The elevator-shaft 
was independent of the main 
building, and he pushed the 
lever to the left, and the car 
shot toward the fourth floor. 

Three women and a man were 
there, and Piatt helped them 
into the elevator. Bricks and 
mortar were falling about them, 
and the car in its desceent at ex- 
press speed swayed frightfully 
from side to side. As it passed 
the second story a big piece of 
timber struck it with shattering 
force, but glanced off. Not one 
of its occupants thought to reach 
the ground alive, but the car 
landed with a thump in the base- 
ment, and they made their way 
to the street, faint from excite- 
ment and terror, but absolutely 
unhurt. 

At half past eleven, just twenty 
minutes after Piatt had seen the 
danger, the building collapsed.

Tor nbout half a century Intermit- 
tent attempts to grow tea lu our south- 
ern states have been made with vary- 
ing success. The main difficulties in 
the path of the American tea raiser 
have been the luck of favorable cli- 
mate and the cost of labor. The tea 
plant needs alternating gentle showers 
and warm sunshlue to develop perfect- 
ly the tender leaves. The climate of 
our southern states is too capricious 
to Insure these essentia'.* Now, how- 
ever, the advance iu agricultural scl- 
ence has supplied what may be called 
artificial conditions to the plants lu the 
form of Irrigation, high manuring and 
careful shading. 

The question of labor Is one that hns 
proved most serious to the American 
tea grower, ricking a pound of tea 
hns cost him from five to eight times as 
much as It did his Asiatic competitor.

American nmcliinery. but the picking 
must be done by hand. A happy solu- 
tion of the difficulty seems to have 
been discovered. On a number of tea 
farms In the south the labor of negro 
children is now utilized. The work Is 
neither difficult nor severe, and tbe 
uninnles make good tea pickers. 
They pick the tea before nnd after 
school hours and earn nbout 40 cents a 
day. 

It bos been proved that a good grade 
t American tea can be grown and put 
ou the market lu bulk at a cost not ex- 
ceeding 15 cents a pound. Under fair 
conditions an acre will yield 400 
pounds of leaves. Tbe cost of growing 
would thus be $00 an acre. The tea 
should sell In bulk for at least 30 cents, 
leaving a profit of 100 per cent. Allow- 
ance must be made, however, for other 
expenses, such as the salary of a su- 
perintendent and the Interest of the 
money Invested. 

The agricultural department and 
planters are confident that they can 
supply this country with high grade 
It seems fairly certain, however, 
that they will not compete with Asiat- 
ics In the poorer and cheaper kinds for 
I time If ever. It is thought that 
with Increasing wealth and Intelligence 
American tea drinkers will demaud 
only the best and will be willing to pay 
a higher price. In that event tea grow-

decided success. The best tea can be 
furnished to Americans only from 
American gardens, u.i it will not bear 
transportation to a distance. 

American tea Is entirely of Chinese 
and Japanese origin. It Is doubtful 
that our southern states afford suitable 
localities for tbe growth of the Indian 
or Ceylonese varieties, since the cli- 
mates differ so greatly. The tea plant, 
unfortunately, grows best under cli- 
matic and soli conditions that are ruin- 
ous to the health of Europeans and 
Americans. The very conditions that 
make the best growth create the worst 
malarial disorders among people from

Among the "thcaa things" must be in- 
cluded the Mel.hisedek story of the pre- 
vious chapter which the Holy Spirit con- 
sidered of such importance that He 
speaks of it and its relation to Christ In 
Ps. cx and io Hob. v. vi and vll. Let no 
teacher therefore pass It by. Note the 
new name of Deity "thu most high God, 
possessor of henven and earth," and con- 
sider Its use elsewhere. The blessing of 
Him who owns all things enables us to 
rise above the temptation to look at or 
long for the things or the help of tbll 
world. All believers, as children of 
Abram, must not fail to give at least the 
tithes to our Melchisedek. Note the sug- 
Kestiveness of the bread and wine. We 
have In our lesson today a good maty: 
words and phrases used for the first time, 
such as "the word of the Lord," "fear 
not," "shield," "reward," "believed," 
"righteousness," etc., and as the first use 
of a word helps us to understand its sig- 
nificance, we have a most important les- 
son. "The word of the Lord" may refer 
to the message which came to Abram or 
It may refer to the messenger, the Lord 
Himself (John i. 1 ; Rev. six, 13). When 
we read the word of God, we must ac- 
cept the messages as specially for us. 
This first "fear not" takes us to the 
many other similar words in this precious 
ok, among which these have been and 
e a great help, Isa. vii, 4; xll, 10, 13; 
xlili, 1; Joel ii. 21; Mark v, 3a

The 
equipment and discipline of soldiers 
were a dally spectacle In Rome and 
would naturally suggest such a par- 
allel. The figure, moreover, is nn ex- 
ceedingly apt one. The Christian life 
struggle, a warfare. It is a fight 
God. for truth, for righteousness, 
for Justice against the opposites of 
these things. It is a constant struggle 
and warfare.

"There is no discharge in this war." 
It continues so long as life itself con- 
nues. 

The enemies nnd the arms of the 
Christian warfare are the especial sub- 
jects of our study. 
1. The enemies. (1) These enemies 
■e not physical, but spiritual. "We 
restle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against pow- 
ers, against the rulers of the dnrkness 
of this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ln high places." (2) Being spirit- 
ual, these enemies are Invisible. The 
enemy of the human soul and his hosts 
are shrewd and cunning and all the 
more powerful because Invisible. 
"Their battles are the rush of a sudden 
ambusende. They fight not on a 
pitched field, but by sudden assault 
and secret and cunning onslaught." (3) 
The enemies of the Christian are pow- 
erful. Just how much power satan has 
over mnn we do not know, but we do 
know that his power is great and is 
not to be despised, but constantly

2. The arms. To meet such enemies 
both defensive and offensive arms are 
necessary, and they have been provid- 
ed. The Christian soldier has an ar- 
mor. Paul calls it the "whole armor 
of God" and specifics Its separate 
pieces. (1) The girdle. The girdle in the 
ancient armor was the military belt, 
which held the rest of the armor In Its 
place, and hence was very important. 
The spiritual girdle Is truth. (2) The 
breastplate. The Roman breastplate 
covered and protected the heart. The 
Christian's breastplate Is righteous- 
ness—not his own righteousness, but 
Christ's righteousness. (3) Sandals. 
The legs of the Roman soldier were 
covered with greaves, a kind of milita- 
ry leggings, and the feet with sandals, 
n kind of light spiked shoe. To give 
swiftness of movement was the pur- 
pose of the sandal. The Christian 
needs to be prompt and swift, and the 
sandals which assist him are the ef- 
fects of the gospel of peace. The gos- 
pel brings peace. It scatters doubts. 
In so doing It destroys timidity and 
fear and inspires courage and prompt- 
ness In obedience to all orders. (4) The 
shield. Roman soldiers used two kinds 
of shields— a small shield, called a buc- 
kler or target, which was held in the 
left hand during a hand to hand strug- 
gle, and a larger shield, which covered 
the entire person. Paul refers to the 
Urge shield, which covered the person 
and protected the armor of the soldier 
from being pierced. The Christian's 
shield Is fttlth, unwavering confidence 
in God, which guards the mind against 
doubt or unbelief. (5) The helmet. The 



enabled the soldier to hold his head 
erect without fear. The Christian's 
helmet Is salvation— not merely the 
hope cf salvation, but the assurance 
that we are saved here and now. (6) 
The sword. This Is the only offensive 
weapon that Paul mentions. The 
Christian's sword is the "sword of the 
Spirit, the word of God." With this 
weapon Christ beat off satan, and with 
It we can do the same. Let us put on 
and keep ou the armor of God that we 
may withstand the wiles of the devil.
